solemnly proclaimed at Erzerum, in 
the presence of troops, the popula- 
tion and the provincial Armenian dele-.

“We placed these countries under 
the protection of four allied powers— 
Great Britain, the United States, 
France, and Italy. Deserted by the 
Russians, betrayed by the Georgians, 
and attacked on all sides by the Turco-

twenty other races intent on our exter- 
mination, we have fought with a hand- 
ful of gallant soldiers for the inde.

Membership Worth $750. 

Its membership of 300 is filled and 
there are eleven life members. Presi- 
dent Janes has assisted in the transfer 
of twenty-six memberships which have 
averaged $615. He figures that a mem- 
bership is worth fully $750. The 
grounds, which are owned by the club, 


and the clubhouse are valued at $300,- | 


000, Zhe clubhouse which will cost 
approximately $95,000 has been -paid 
for without a mortgage. Its furnish- 
ing will bring the amount to 0100,000. 


A voluntary assessment of $250 a mem.- | 
ber netted $77,000. The club had a : 


balance of $26,500 on hand. 

The Beverly club was organized in 
1907 -to take care of the membership 
of the Auburn Park club, organized in 
1900. This club had to give way to the 
march of the builder. 

Twenty Sponsors Pay $5,000 Each. 

The Beverly property was purchased 
by twenty men who each contributed 
$5,000. The panic in the fall of 1907 
catised some subscribers to drop out, 
but others were found and $100,000 
was paid. The club then was organized 
with a membership of 300 and the hold- 
ing members leased the property to 
the club for fifteen years with an 
option of purchase at $1,000 an acre 
inside of eight years. This option was 
exercised in the seventh year. 

It has not been easy sailing through 
these years, but with the ending of 
the war the officials look forward to a 
period of prosperity. 

Nearness to City Attractiv 

Beverly’s nearness to the city, its 
wonderfully fine grounds, coupled with 
the intention of the directors to make 
it an all the year round club, all point 
to BUCCESS. | 

Added to these advantages will be 
a standardized course of 6,200 yards. 
Donald Ross already has submitted 
plans for the changes, but they will 
be made slowly.

The interiop decorations are mostly 
of furned oak. The dining room will 
have a capacity of from 300 to 400, and, 
combined with the lounging room, will 
give ample space for dancing. The 
east front will have a porch cochere. 

Mr. Uffendel has installed twelve 
modern shower baths, the water fall- 
ing toward the rear wall. Perfect 
drainage will minimige the éhance of 
a bather slipping. Another feature 
will be that the dressing rooms are 
acrogs the aisle from the showers. 

The clubhouse will be finished next 
month and will be completely fur- 
nished by the time the season opens.

A monologist is a type of annoyance cre-

set for the next act. The curtain (@profes- 
sionally known as an “olio” or “street 
drop”) is let down, and on that portion of 
the stage between the curtain Tine and the 


footlights (said portion of sald stage pro — 
. beer. He would be as fat and helpless with- 


fessionally known as the “ apron %}, the mon- 
‘ologist enters through the aperture between 
the first wing amd the stationary upright 
wall masking the sides of the stage (aid 
wall professionally Known 9s the “ tormen- 
tor”), and he speaks. 

He speaks. te Wey te 
a living. He makes it more grisly by having 


his face smeared with cork, or his feet dis-— 


‘figured with iM fitting “comedy” shoes, or 
a grotesquely tiny hat with a scarlet band 
around it perched on his bump of egotism; 
rkaybe he employs all three of these ready 
aids toward making brash stupidity sell for 
effervescent facetiousness, and adds balloon 
trousers, leg 0’ mutten sleeves, and other 
ridiculously unfunny habiliments. He has 
to. His is a hard life. He must draw down 
comparatively large wages for, practically no 
contribution to the world, and he realizes 
that he needs every “prop” that oan be 
bought, copied, or stolen, to prop his pre- 
- carious existence on. 

| The entrance through which the monclogtet 
appears is the first entrance, each division 
being reckoned and respectively numbered 
back from the footlights (“ upstage ”), so that 
a turn which occupies that slice of stage 
only parallel with the depth of the first 
entrance is known as an act “in one.” Be- 
tween each two full stagé acts, or acts re- 
quiring more room than is provided “in one,” 
there must be an act “in one,” so that the 
_ stage may be stripped (“struck ”), trimmed 
(“set”), and prepared for the forthcoming 


Monologue! 

This process consumes, as a rule, about 
fifteen or sixteen minutes; therefore mono- 
logues and other forms of diversion designed 
to work in the front line trenches of variety 
soldiering are timed to eat wp about a quar- 
ter of an hotr and keep the enemy harassed 
until the next batch of heavy artillery is 
brought up from thé rear and the barrage is 
lifted for action. 

The growth of the sanencbeagten has been 
gradual—and malignant. He chrysalized 
from the village wise guy who assembled 
quips and spilled them for the purpose of 
wrenching laughter from his neighbors. 
Laughter—that’s the monologist’s highest 
law. He holds nothing saéred, rends the 
holiest and most tender and intimate frela- 
tions of humans to tatters for laughs, and 
would crucify the sweetest thought that ever 
glowed in the breast of man or woman for 
one silly matinée girl’s giggle.

The train was ten minutes late and we 
were there about fifteen minutes too soon. 
The band ran out of tunes while we were 
waiting, but as we filed into those quaint 
little English carriages the band struck up

home. 

As we started every one stanoet back at 
the camp for that one last look. It soon 
passed out of sight, and the boys were over- 
come with excitement until somebedy said, 
“ Here’s London,” then another scramble to 
look at the “ big town” where every one had 
spent at least ten days in the good old

At 2 p. m. we stopped at a little side sta- 


tion, and that ever ready Red Cross came 
out with hot chocolate, cake, and a packet 
of cigarets.

Then on again, and at 5 p. m. we pulled into 
the little old town of Buxton, set up in the 
Derbyshire hills. 

After leaving the trains we were cane 
into ambulances and taken up to the dis- 
charge depot, where all the Canadian cripples 
assembled to wait for the boat that was to 
carry them home. 

We anxiously waited ten. days for the boat. 
Bach day seemed like a year, and on the 
afternoon of the tenth, we were called out 
and told to be ready to leave next morning. 
It had rained in the morning, but while we 
were being dismissed the sun struggied

he was going home for dinner. It was a 


long leap each way and he didn’t have much

Leaving the subway, uptown, he felt: his 
heart pulsing faster as he neared home.

_ There were fourteen hundred of us cripples 
loaded into two special trains. We were off 
to Liverpool, after waiting for half an hour, 
during which time we received two packets 
of cigarets and a package of tobacco from 
the Red Cross. 

We arrived at 10:30 a. m., walked along 
the quay to the boat, and then passed up 
the gangplank; al! ready for the third stage. 
In going up the plank I had the misfortune 
to fall and run a nail in my knee. I was 
taken to the ship’s hospital, but the thought 
of lying in bed when I was going home was 


too much, so I got up and walked out. At 


1 p. m. two destroyers came alongside and 
fastened there. With a shrill whistle two 
tugs came over and hooked on, and at 3 
o’clock we pulled out into midchannel. That 
evening we sd old England on the third 
stage. 

The next morning everybody that was able 
was on deck, and at 3:30 that afternoon we 
came in sight of Ireland. After watching 
the shore until dark we were ordered down- 
stairs, and wherever we turned: we saw no- 
tices: “ Always wear your lifebelt ” and “ Do 
not show a light.” The next morning, going 


on deck, we found it almost deserted. The

NICE WAY TO COOK MEATS. 
{ t: 1918: By Elizabeth O. Hiller.] 
have the credit -of 
knowing nothing of braising, a 
delicious method of cooking. 
Braising, according to Franca- 
tilly, a European authority on all mat- 
ters pertaining to cookery, is a slow 
process of simmering or stewing meats 
over a charcoal fire. By the foreign 
chef braising is considered an elab- 
Orate process of stewing. 

This method of cooking the cheaper 
cuts of meat has been simplified in 
America, doubtless by some of our 
teachers of home economics, who un- 
derstood the conditions of living in 
this country, of hurry and flurry, and 
who realized that too elaborate details 
in the preparation of food would never 
appeal to the average American house- 
wife in the'‘past, but they certainly 
will hereafter. 

‘The war is going to develop a closer 
acquaintance and more intimate asso- 
ciation with Europeans, especially 
the allied nations, than ever hefore in 
the history of this country. Naturally 
we are going to adopt some of their 
splendid methods of preparing food. 

Braising as practiced in this coun- 
try is a combination of stewing and 
baking meat. The meat to be braised 
is frequently first sautéd in some of 
its own fat tried out, in bacon fat or 
drippings. The meat, such as calf’s 
liver, is usually larded to supply the 
fat that is lacking in thick pieces of 
lean meat. The meat is then placed 
over a bed of vegetables previously 
lightly sautéd in dripping, highly sea- 
soned stock is poured around the meat, 
spices and herbs are added, and the 
vessel, which is a heavy iron kettle 
with a close fitting iron cover (a Dutch 
oven or an earthen casserole), covered 
and placed in a moderate oven, and the 
cooking continues slowly for a long 
time. 


Overseas a braising pan is made of 
iron, with a sunken cover, in which 
hot coals are placed and the pan placed 
over a hot, glowing charcoal fire. A 
chapter of great length might be writ- 
ten on the subject of braising, peel- 


ing, and poaching. 


Lardoons. 

Lardoon is a French term meaning 
shreds of fat pork or bacon. Larding 
means to introduce small strips of fat 
salt pork or fresh, pork fat or bacon 
through the surface or entirely through 
lean, dry, uncooked meats, or through 
the breast and legs of birds, such as 
grouse, patridge, and pigeon. Liver 
and sweetbreads are sometimes larded, 
thus supplying the necessary fat to 
these delicate interior meats and 
greatly improving their flavor. 

The pork fat used for larding pur- 
poses is cut from the fat lying between 
the rind and a thin layer of fibers that 
separate the upper firm layer of pork 
from the softer layers below; this fat 
is tough and can be easily drawn 
through meats by means of larding 
needles, which are long, tubular needles 
pointed at one end, and the other, or 
butt ends, are split open to admit the 
lardoons,. 

Daubing (another French term, 
which means to season) is forcing thick 
lardoons through a thick piece of lean 
meat from Surface to surface. This 
process is used for beef & la mode, etc.

French Fried Onions.

We must be 
satisfied if two to three eyes above the 
ground are preserved; they will sprout 
sufficiently for satisfactory blooming.

FREE’ SPEECH “AS A CLOAK. . 

Of fundamental importance in the trial of the 
Socialist, Victor Berger, and his confreres is that 
we may lay down some rule for determining how 
far one may go under the constitutional cloak of 
free speech in preaching another and : forbidden 
doctrine. The Socialists accused of violating the 
espionage law assert they are being persecuted for 
enjoying the right of unhampered expression of 
political ideas. The government alieges the de- 
fendants used their constitutional rights as a mask 
for acts calculated to comfort the enemy. 

Jurors are questioned aa to their attitude toward 
socialism. Certainly a fair minded juror may be 
expected to declare himself unprejudiced toward | 
any political faith even in the face of a growing 
impression that socialism is something exotic, un- 
American, associated with violerit radicalism, and 
not to be encouraged among stable institutions. 
Under the constitution it is lawful for a persop to 
be a Socialist and so, no matter what the great 
Trails the lance of the Nibelungen knight, his’ pass of Americans may think of it, socialism is 
permitted its voice in the forum. Yet is it not 
strange that Socialists come into court anxiously 
inquiring of the jurors if there be prejudice? Is 
there some consciousness of mischief in the social- 
istic mind? 


And yet this is not the 


point in itself. There 


* 


is 


no disposition either here or in the courts to render 
a judgment against socialism as a political enter- 
prise. The only means we have of judging a doc- 
trine is by its effect upon the public and by the 
character of its exponents. Socialism is proud of 
the fact that it is a soap box institution seeking 


its disciples in the streets. Jt has been marke’ 


for studied support of violently radical outbursts, 
of bolshevist gatherings, and of red flag demon- 
strations. And it is debatable if even these moral 
encouragements can be restricted under the co- 
pious advantages of the constitution. | 


It is not a disparagement in itself to say of so-: 
cialism that many, perhaps a 
herents, and surely-a majority of its most expert 


majority, of its ad- 


advocates, are of central European extraction. 


in its widest sense. 


These things are not even to be considered as im- 
plications of guilt, but they must be considered 
in an investigation of the whole subject. 


Now these ardent apostles of socialism are ac- 
cused of offenses against the nation in wartithe, of 


committing certain acts offensive to the people at 
large, and furthermore of devoting these acts to, 
the interest of the enemy. Does it not seem 
strange that so large a representation of a certain 
political unit, so organized and ‘led, should find 
itself accused of contributing to the enemy? — 


They claim they only have availed themselves 


of the glorigus privileges of free speech. This 
claim may attain some credit among citizens who 
are given to accepting the phrase “free speech” 
But we must reflect that 
free speech, like all other advantages of freedom, is 


free only up to the point of general welfare. It is 
the misuse of free speech which invites penalty,

FARMS -FOR SOLDIERS. 


Secretary Franklin K. Lane, in his annual report,- 
yeturns to the project of providing farms for re- 
turning soldiers. He says there-are more than 


200.000,000 acres of waste land ‘in the United States 


which can be made into farms either by clearing 
cutover forest areas, by drainage, or by irrigation. 
He thinks the most immediate employment can 
be furnished soldiers in completing western irriga- 
tion projects. 


Of all the proposals that have heen put forward 


to assist the returned soldiers this is perhaps the 
most definite and comprehensive. It must prove 


beneficial to the nation as well as to the individual 
soldier. The reclamation of thousands of acres of 


land will in itself prove an incalculable advantage | 


to the nation; in a sense jt is comparable to the 
annexation of large areas of new territory. But of 
greater importance, perhaps, is the possibility it af. 
fords of giving large numbers of men an inde- 
pendent stake in the land, thus checking the un- 
fortunate movement towards the cities dnd pro- 
moting that national] stability which must have a 
prosperous. country population for its chief founda- 
tion. 

The project will require large initial appropria- 
tions. It will also require careful planning and 
capable administration. Considered ‘apart from 
other reconstruction projects, it might be success- 
fully carried out under the direction of Mr. Lane.

| “RELIGION IN THE A. E. F. 


BY CHARLES N. WHEELER. 
{Special Correspondence of The Tribune.] 
FRANCE, Nov. 15.—Not: only did religion 
stand the test in the trenches of France, but 
there is developing in the American army 


camps in Europe a spirit of toleration and respect 
for each other’s religious convictions that will leave 


its impress on religious America for all time. 


who have been directing the religious activities of the 
army. It is in particular the settled conviction of 
Bishop C. H. Brent, chaplain in chief of the Amer- 
ican forces, who came all the way back from the 
Philippines to get into the service in France and was 
asked by Gen. Pershing to take the high command 
among the chaplains. 

Here are a few “ flashlights” that illuminate the 
“new era” which has been impressed on the chap- 
lains day by day as they lived with the crusaders 
in the trenches and back in the big camps: 


As the American forces expanded and the scarcity 
of chaplains made itself felt, 4t became necessary 
to readjust divisional lines for the purpose of making 
the chaplains go as far as possible. In this work 
there developed the need of a sort of religious census 
of the units in order to determine what sort of a 
‘chaplain should be sent to the respective unit, always 
having in mind the advisability of sending a Prot- 
estant to a Protestant regiment and a Catholic to a 
regiment in which the Catholics predominate. 


The reports came in from several regiments the 
other day and the senior chaplain of the division 
read one over very carefully a coupje of times. Then 
he wondered if a mistake had been made, for this 
regiment was listed as 100 per cent Catholic. He 
thought a new record had been made and that if such 
a regiment was serving it was worth while to empha- 
size the point. He ordered an investigation made to 
be sure that no mistake had been committed. When 
the second report came in it was disclosed that the 
regiment was only about 50 per cent, or a little less, 
perhaps, Catholic. Then the real story was divulged. 


\ The report had been circulated among the boys that 


their chaplain, who was a Catholic, might be assigned 
to another regiment where there was a greater per- 
centage of Catholics. This particular chaplain was 
a great favorite in the regiment, with the Protestant 
boys as well as with the Catholics. Soon after this 
report was started the census was taken—and the 
regiment to a man went down on the record as Cath- 
olic ‘“ for the duration of the war!” — 
It is less to state that this chaplain is stil] on 
active serv with this regiment. 

ILLY SUNDAY’'S trombone expert ang sweet 
singer, H. A. Rodeheaver, has beef singing his 
way to the hearts of the doughboys in the 
French camps. I hopped on to his Dus th. 
other night—before the fighting stopped—and went out 
to a Y. M. C. A. hut with him just to see how he 
was putting it over in France, The hut was in a beau- 
tiful section of France, but far away from any large 
citys, It was, however, crammed to the wfndow sills, 
with several lusty lunged warriors hanging to the 
ceiling beams and any old place where they could get 
a handhold. | 

‘Just before the song service opened a young Catholic 
sergeant was introduced to make an,sannouncement. 
His announcement wa’ a formal invitation to all the 
Protestant boys in the camp to join the Holy Name 
society of the Catholics, not as Catholics or giving 
up their own denominational convictions at all, but 
merely for the purpose of bringing the entire camp 
into a society: to the end that all profanity should 
cease in that particular unit. ba 

The young sergeant explained briefly that the holy 
name of God should be kept holy and not be profaned 
“ over here,” and he hoped every Protestant “ buddy ” 
would come forward and join the Catholics in that 
observance. I understand that " Rodey’s” name, ! 
Abou Ben Adhem’s, leads all the rest. | 

If ‘Bishop/ Brent sliould happen to take a religious 
cerisus of this camp now, after only a few days, and 
should simply go over the register of the names of 
the Hely Name society, he might be .led to the con- 
clusion that he had discovered another 100 per cent 
Catholic regiment. : 

Bishop Brent nays a high tribute to Gen. Pershing. 
fin discussing the religious phase of the army. 
“When the United States declared war,” he said, 


|“ we had sixty-seven chaplains in the regular 


army. Then, at the instance of Gen. Pershing, the 
law was passed providing for one chaplain for each 
1,200 men. Gen. Pershing knew the -value of the chap- 


good soldier was based on the good man. He said at 
another time that an army had a soul and a con- 
science, and unless that soul was fed morale could not 
be maintained. He. knew. 


_“ We have now a real organization in the American 
army. When the armistice wags signed we had 800 
chaplains in France. We were entitled to 1,400. The 
chaplains who came over were carefully selected and 
given careful training. An excellent school has been 
maintained in the United States at Camp Zachary 
Taylor for the purpose of creating competence in the 
chaplains for their life and work in France. Then 
when they reached France they were given an addi- 
tional course of instruction at. our school here, and if 
they were not up to the standard maintained they 
were liberated. 


UR school here has been taught by men 
who have had experience up in the 
line. The men have been 

; in battlefield duties, first aid, burials, and 
the relation of the chaplain both to officers and 
to enlisted men. Every base aection has a ‘senior 
chaplain and each army corps has a senior chaplain. 
Our office here represents both Catholic and Protest- 
ant denominations, and there is absolute unity. We 
all understand we must put aside controversial sub- 
jects, and all the chaplains are devoted one to another. 

“ What stands out above everything else is this great 
fact that the men in our army’are greedy for this 
spiritual food. I have been with our men in the line 
just before our offensives. Many felt that they 
were going forth to death in the service of their 
country, and what they all.wanted at that hour was 
the spiritual thing. | 


“ We have the finest lot of clergymen in the world in 
this service now. At the front our chaplains have been 
abreast with the truest heroes that we have. Chaplain 
Duffy of the Forty-second division has the Distin- 
guished Service Cross; Chaplain Darche of the Sixth 
marines has the Legion of Honor. A large number 
have the Croix de Guerre. They were in the fore- 
front of anything that went on. They were there to 
cheer and encourage the men, and it was up in the 
front line that this cheer and encouragement was 
most welcome. 

“I might mention that the great demand of the men 
is for the Bible and the whole Bible, the Old as well 
as the New Testament. The brave boys in this great 
army are reading the Bible and understanding it. 
During this war more than et any time since the 
great hymn,was written, ‘Onward, Christian Sol- 
diers,’ has refiected and interpreted the real spirit 
of our nation—it has been in the very heart of the 
‘American army in France.” | 

The direction of the chaplains’ service in France, is

~™ R. FREDERICK L. HOFFMAN of 
the Prudential Life Insurance 
company thinks there is no evi- 
dence that the American people 
are deteriorating physically and that a 
few generations from now we will be a 
race of weaklings. That we are 
erate and that our tendency is rapidly 
toward the scrap heap has been often as- 
serted by speakers and writers who base 
their conclusions on the results of the 
physical examination of the drafted men 
and of men volunteering for the army 
prior to our entrance into war. The con- 
ditions revealed by these tests are far 
from being what we would like, but they 
do not justify the conclusions drawn 
from them, . | 
Prior to the war the recruiting officers 
of the army rejected more applicants 
than they dccepted. For instance, dur- 
ing the period 1918-'15 461,033 applicants 
for military services were examined, of 
whom 349,975, or 75.9 per cent, were re- 
jected. Of them 111,058 were provision- 
ally accepted. Of this 111,058 92,667 were 
subsequently examined at recruiting de- 
pots and of these 13,884, or 15 per cent, 
were rejected. This means that during 
this period of the applicants for military 
service more than 80 per cent were 
jected as unfit. : 
a 
Thie is a bad showing when super- 
ficially considered, and it is not surpris- 
ing that it has been used to prove our 
physical unfitness. Closer analysis shows 
conclusions are not justified.

not medical men. The officer is given a 
set of rules to follow, and these rules are 
open to a good deal of criticism. For 
instance, they set an arbitrary minimum 
height which !s very near the average 
height of certain large groups of one 
population. Under those old rules few 
hardy, strong, almost average Italians 
and Russian Jews could pass because of 
lack of height. 

Among the rules were those relating to 
stigmata of degeneracy. A physician try- 
ing to determine the relation of stigmata 
of degeneracy to fitness for service would 
fail almost as often as he would succeed, 
and a lay officer would’not do as well as 
the medical brother. The rules required 
this lay officer to pass upon several 
points, such as short wind, palpitating 


‘heart, hernia, in which a lay opinion is 


not worth much, 

After the recruiting officer had reject- 
ed al] that he saw fit to reject the selects 
were then sent to a depot, where they 
were examined by a medical officer, who 
rejected those that he thought unfit. Un- 
der this plan the applicant who was 
eomewhere near border line was stopped 
at the first line. He had no appeal. If 
the recruiting officer rejected him he was 
out, however meritorious his case may 
have been.’ The only appeal from the 


recruiting officer was for the purpose of . 


rejecting still more men. But that was 
not the chief factor in the high rejection 
rate. There were plenty of men and 
not much @Gemand. The army could af- 
ford to draw the line very closely. In 
hard times many men thrown out of 
work for various reasons tried to enter 
the army as a temporary haven. Among 
the applicants: for military service were 
a great many general misfits, For these 
reasons and still others no broad general 
conclusions as to the physical qualities 
of the race can be drawn from these 
figures. 
~ 

The figures furhished by the physicians 
on the draft boards are more pleasing. 
According to the report of Gen, Crowder 
on the first draft (June 5, 1917) of those 
examined—2,510,706—730,756, or 29.11 per 
cent, were rejected by the draft boards 
and §.8 per cent of those accepted were 
rejected apon examination by medical 
boards working at thé cantonments. But 
not even these figures indicate that we 
are deteriorating physically. Of those 
rejected ly one-fourth, 21.68 per cent, 
were thrown out because of defective 
sight. A man who cannot pass the eye-. 
sight teste for the army may have vi- 
sion good’enough for all ordinary pur- 
He may be capable of 
conducting a business properly or work- 
ing as a skilled mechanic or of playing a 
good game of golf. | 

The next highest item is defective 
teeth. It is to be regretted that not all 
men have good teeth, but that is not a 
serious defect, as so many of us know. 
The dentists, through their organization, 
have made it possible for many of these 
rejected men to later enter service. Our 
soldiers attract attention in Europe by 
their good teeth. Obviously the teeth 
of British,. French, Italian, German, and 
Austrian troops are much worse than 
those of our troops. 

Defects of hearing have been responsi- 
ble for 5.94 per cent of the rejections. A 
man may not hear well enough for duty 
in a listening outpost and still have 
fairly good hearing. 


These three items—eyes, teeth, and ears 
combined—were responsible for 36.12 per 
cent of all rejections. We would like to 
see all removable causes of bad sight, 
bad teeth, and bad hearing removed, but 
the fact that they have not been, and 
so many defects in these organs exist, in 
the opinion of Dr. Hoffman, does not’ 
mean that our people are going to seed. 
Were all throat and tonsils troubles cared 
for properly and promptly the amount of 
deafness would be lessened. Were all 
rooms where children study properly itlu- 
minated fewer men between 21 and 31 
would be rejected by the army on ac- 
count of poor vision. If foods were sim- 
ple and hard and requirod considerable 
chewing there would be fewer rejections 
for bad teeth. That conditions are as 
they are indicates neglect, but it does not 
furnish grave evidence of national decay. 

Hernia was responsible for 7.47 per 
cent of the rejections. Heart disease 
was responsible for 6.87 per cent and 


‘tuberculosis for 5.387 per cent. The sig- 
‘nificance of these figures is th a little 


more than 2 per cent of all men between 
21 and 31 years of age have heart dis- 
ease and about an eq’ al proportion have 
tuberculosis. In the great majority of 
cases of heart disease the rejected man's 
heart was good enough to permit him to 


do ordinary work but was not thought to — 


be good enough to stand the extreme 
exertion required at times of soldiers. 
The figure indicates that we need to look 
more carefully for heart disease among 
men who. consider themselves sdund.

Mental deficiency was responsible for 
4.53 per cent of the rejections. Venereal 
disease was responsible for 4.27 per cent 
of the rejections. Physical undevelop- 
ment caused 4.06 per cent of the rejec- 


tions. Fiat foot, 3.77 per cent; under- 


weight, 1.69 per cent. 


Some alarming statements have been 
made as to the prevalence of drug habits. 
The rejections for alcoholism .and drug 
habits was .77 of 1 per cent. I have no 
figures for the individual members of 
this group—alcoholism, morphine, cocaine 
—but the situation disclosed by the draft 
does not indicate that our people are lia- 
ble to be seriously threatened by drig 
habits. The legislation against alcohol- 
ism now being enforced and in process of 
passage will remove the danger of alco- 
hol addiction.. An amended Harrison act 
will take care of the dangers from opium 
and cocaine. 

Dr. Hoffman says: “ A careful exami- 
nation of the causes of rejection as far as 
analyzed proves conclusively that proba- 
bly one-half, if not more, were not of a 
sufficiently serious nature to justify the 
unconditional rejection of the registrant 
or conscript as unfit for military service 
at home and in the field. An analysis of 
the figures convinces him, furthermore, 
that the great majority of those rejected 
would be accepted as good insurance 
risks. The defects responsible for re- 
jection in the main do not lessen life ex- 
pectancy. Few of the causes for rejec- 
tion have much bearing on physical de- 
velopment. Many are rejected because 

they are below the requirement for 
‘height. A man may be below height and 
weight and still be a fine physical speci- 
men with great bodily vigor and a long 
life expectancy. 

The New York Sun recently carried a

CHILE AND PERU. 


New York, Dec. 10.—[Editor of The 
Tribune. }—Having read with due atten- 
tion the “ confectioned " cablegrams and 
the partial articles in favor of Peru 
which appeared in the newspapers with 
reference to the Chilean-Peruvian ques- 
tion, I question that I be permitted to 
take up some historic points regarding 
this old difference, as I noticed a mani- 
fest intention to lead the public astray 
as to the true facts, 


For many years Chile and Bolivia 
claimed the possession of some territory 
north of the Chilean province of Ataca- 
ma, situated between the Pacific ocean 
and the Andes. 

In 1866 an agreement for the boundary 
limits was signed to put an end to these 
differences; eight years later a second 
treaty revised and perfected the points 
afreed upon in that pact. 

Peru presented herself as a friend of 
Chile and Bolivia offered her mediation 
to avoid the war, and to this effect sent 
a specta] envoy to the capital of Chile. 
About this time it was discovered that 
since 1873 a secret alliance, offensive and 
defensive, had existed between Peru and 
Bolivia. When the government of @hile 
became aware of this she considered the 
said allies as enemies and declared war 
upon them on April 56, 1879. 

Chile triumphed in all the battles until 
the capital of Peru was occupied by her 
on the 17th of January, 1881. The Peru- 
vian army dispersed and each general 
declared himself chief, just as it hap- 
pened in Mexico with Villa, Zapata, and 
others, without one citizen able to assert 
himself and take in hand the reins of 
power. 
After these chiefs were overcome by 
Chilean forces a Peruvian government 


was organized, with whom a peace treaty 


was signed in October, 1383, which was 


confirmed with the approval of the con- 


gress of April, 1884. By virtue of this 


pact, Tacna and Arica were to remain in 
submission to the Chilean authorities for 
a period of ten years, after which time, 
the population was to decide by popular 


vote between the domination either of 


Chile or Peru. The country that would 


take the provinces would pay $10,000,900 
. When this period of ten 
years had expired Peru. on account of 
her constantly poor government c,ould 
not raise the $10,000,000 required to bring 
the plebiscite to an issue. For this rea- 
son it had to be postponed.

changed. The Germans, oatitiell that 
‘they should have run against a stone 
wall of defense just when they be- 
Yeved that their advance would be 
“easiest, had halted, amazed; then pre- 
pared to defend the positions they had 
won with all the stubbornness possi- 
bie. 

In the black recesses of Belleau 
wood the Germans had established nest 
after nest of machine guns. There in 
the jungle of matted underbrush, of 
vines, of heavy foliage, they had placed 
themselves in positions they believed 
impregnable. And this meant that un- 
less they could be routed, unless 
they could* be thrown back, the 
breaking of the attack of June 2 would 
mean nothing. There would come an- 
other drive, and another. The battle 
of Chateau Thierry was therefore not 
won and could not be won until Bel- 
leau wood had been cleared of the en- 


emy. 


It was June 6 that the anit of the 
American troops began against that 
wood and ‘its adjacent surroundings, 
with the wood itself and the towns of 
Torcy and Bouresches forming the ob- 
jectives. At io ‘clock the attack same, 
and there began the tremendous sac- 
rifices which the marine corps gladly 
suffered that the German fighters 
might be thrown back. 

The marines fought strictly accord- 
ing to American methods—a rush, a 
halt, a rush again, in four wave for- 
mation, the rear waves taking over 
the work of those who had fallen be 
fore them, passing over the bodies of 
their dead comrades and plunging 
ahead, until they, too, should be torn 
to bits. But behind those waves were 
more waves, and the attack. went on, 

“Men fell like flies”; the expres- 


sion is that of an officer writing from} 


the field. Companies that had en- 
tered the battle 250 strong dwindled 
to 50 and*60, with a sergeant in com- 


At 9:45 o'clock that night Bouresches 
was taken by Lieut? James F.. Robert- 
gon and twenty-odd men of ‘his pla- 
toon; these soon were joinéd by t 
reinforcing platoons. Then came the 
enemy counter attacks, but the ma- 
rines held. 


In Belleau iar the fighting had 
been literally ftorm tree to tree, strong- 
hold to stronghold; and it was a fight 
which must last for weeks before its 
accomplishment in victory. Belleau 
wood was a jungle, its every rocky for- 
mation forming a German machine gun 
nest, almost impossible to reach by 
artillery or grenade fire. 

There was only one way to wipe 
out these nests—by the bayonet. And 
by this method were they wiped out, for 
United States marines, bare chested, 
shouting their battle cry of “ E-e-e-e-e 
y-a-a-h-h-h yip!” charged straight into 
the murderous fire from those guns, 


Out of the number that charged, in 
‘Taore than one instance, only one would 
reach the strongheld. There, with his 
bayonet as his only weapon, he would 
either kill or capture the defenders of 
the nest, and then swinging the gun 
about in its position, turn it against 
the remaining German positions in the 
forest. 

Such was the character of the fight- 
ing in Belleau wapd; fighting which 


continued until July 6, when after aj
